The water rent collections for 
1878. left a credit to the water fund of $81,-

nomination, it is my right now to decline, j 
Otherwise than stated I have received no 
official notice of such nomination, but as 
the circular is signed by the chairman ot 
the executive committee, I shall consider 
it official. 
The platform does not receive my en­ 
dorsement, except as hereinafter stated. 
The preamble reciting that: 
“A money 
despotism controls the law m aking power 
of our country, dictates judicial decisions 
and wields an undue influence oyer the 
executive of tbe nation in the considera­ 
tion of the laws passed for tbe benefit of 
the people,” is not true so far a9 I know. 
It is true that unscrupulous mea for per­ 
sonal ends, have endeavored by lobbying 
to corrupt legislative action, and that on 
certain occasions in the large cities ot the 
Eist, especially In New York, the local 
judiciary were to an alarming extent cor­ 
rupted by money, yet whenever such acts 
have beea discovered, there has been vir­ 
tue enough in the people to condemn, and 
in the law to punish the perpetrators. No 
grounds exist for these sweeping assertions 
that a money despotism controls our law 
making, executive aud judicial depart­ 
ments. 
Our judicial power both State and 
national is exercised for the most part by 
mea of upright and honest purposes; as 
upright and honest as any judges 
id the 
world. Our executive has, so far as my ob* 
servation goes, been scrupulously observant 
of the laws, and our legislative, aside from 
partisan strlte encouraged by a desire for 
party power, is by no means liable to the 
censure stated. I do not believe that our 
law-makers and interpreters are under the 
corrupt management of a “money des­ 
potism.” 
W ere that true the tim e Is ripe 
not tor building up a new party but tor 
emigration to a new country. 
The first resolution in my judgm ent, is 
impolitic and, if it could be accomplished, 
dishonest. “ We demand,” it says, “ the im ­ 
mediate calling in and payment of all 
Lnited Slates bonds In tull legal tender 
money of the United States” 
* * “ that 
the Government never issue another bond 
of any kind.” lf they are called will they 
come? The Government has issued them. 
They are in the hands of bona fide holders. 
T neyare not due, and as to many there 19 
no option. How could oar Government be 
honest and do this thing? This resolution 
in its broad sense means an issue of about 
two thousand millions of dollars of irre­ 
deemable currency. 
Such an issue would 
ruin our people and dishonor our govern­ 
ment. 
W hat the future necessities of our Gov­ 
ernm ent may be, none can forecast, b u t|I 
am sure that should we be threatened 
With foreign invasion or domestic insur­ 
rection, which is worse, and the Govern­ 
ment to protect its life were compelled to 
borrow, I should be unwilling to be con­ 
nected with a party that had pledged itself 
to issue no bonds. I see no difference be­ 
tween such a party and the one that de­ 
clared greenbacks unconstitutional, while 
the Government was in the w hite heat of 
revolution. The third resolution has no 
meaning in connection w ith the first. Th

The Giants of Old. 


H arper's WeekJj*. 
References rn ancient literature to tile 
existence ot giants and* dwarfs are by nu 
means rare, and even in the records of the 
sacred historians we find it mentioned Rial 
“ there were giants on the earth.” Hennon, 
a member of the French Academy of 
Sciences, published a work in 1718 a large 
portion of which was devoted to the dis­ 
cussion of the great decrease rn the stature 
and general physical contormation of the 
human race which Undoubtedly took place 
between the creation and the opening ol 
the Christian era. 
In this curious treatise 
the learned but somewhat credulous aulhoi 
informs us that Adam was 123 feet 9 
inches in height, while Eve’s stature it 
asserted to have been 118 feet 9 inches 9 
lines. 
The exactitude of the Academician’s 
calculations forms a noticeable point in 
the recital, and his assertion of the inex­ 
plicable degeneracy which this race seem? 
to have undergone in a comparatively 
short period is no less remarkable. Noah 
we are told, attained a height of only 27 
feet; Abraham was barely 20 feet in stature, 
whi.e Moses is alleged to have measureu 
only 13 feet in height, llenrioo takes care 
to ado mat, in his opinion, the advent ol 
the Christian era prevented the continuum 
decrease which had hitherto prevailed, and 
records his thankfulness that humanity 
Was hoi permuted to degenerate into in­ 
finitesimal or microscopic specks. 
Tne ancient aud medieval accounts oi 
human giants are also intermingled with 
much thai is problematic, and in soon 
C asts absolutely fab u lo u s. We are told thai 
the height ol Yunman, a Scotch giant win 
lived in me time of Pope Eukcnius ll., 
was ll feet. 
This pontiff died in the yea* 
827, to that the exaggeiated Scotchinai 
muel have been rn existence somewhen 
about the opening of the ninth century. 
In 1509 there were Uncovered at Rouen the 
remains ol Chevalier liiucoU , whose skui 
Was alleged to have been C apable of homing 
a bushel of wheat, while the length of hi 
shin—bone is staled at 4 feet. lo I <05 M» 
skeleton of a hero named JJucart was dis­ 
interred at Valence, the remains measuring 
some 22 feel in length. These c a s ts oi 
huge development may be very appropri­ 
ately capped by the {Sicilian story of a 
human skeleton which was gravely main­ 
tained to have measured 300 feet, while 
with the apparent object of giving addi­ 
tional veracity to the statement, the giant’s 
walking-stick was alleged lo have been 
found buried beside him, the latter article. 
Recording to all testimony, measuring 30 
feet. 
one fact is specially noticeable in regard 
to these persons of abnormal dimensions 
and that is that they are nearly ail of the 
male sex. Giantesses, indeed, are rarely 
mentioned among the records that have 
been preserved of remarkable tall human 
beings. Thus, in the reign ol Edward III., 
Long More or Mores, an Irish giant, at­ 
tained the height of (J feet 1U*£ inches. 
Queen Elizabeth had a porter wno attained 
tne height of 7 feet 0 inches 
This, how­ 
ever, was much exceeded by John Middle­ 
ton, or the “Chi.d of H ale/’ as be was 
called, who lived in 1578, and measured 9 
feet 3 inches. C. Munster, a yeoman of 
lhe Hanoverian Guard, who died in 1070 
attained a height of 8 feet G inches. Ca­ 
jan us, the Swedish giant, who Was exhibited 
in London in 1742, measured 9 leet in 
height. Among ail these there is no 
mention of a single giantess. 
The most 
celebrated of living giants is the famous 
Captain Bales, of Kentucky. This giant 
has been fortunate enough to secure a 
mate of suitable proportions. His wife, 
nee Swan, was bora in Nova Scotia, and 
measures 8 feet in height. Another giant 
of renown is theChinaman Chang-wu-gou. 
This tail Celestial measures 7 feel 9 inches 
in stature. 
The details of giant life exhibit many 
curious features. Contrary to expectation, 
and against the spirit of the old legends, 
our modern giants are for the most part 
persons of singularly mild disposition, and 
exhibit as a rule, the most amiable conduct. 
Mature in this respect, indeed, seems to 


preserve a wonderful and admirable bal­ 
ance of power in imbuing persons of great 
physical development with an equable 
temperament, while the dwarfs and pig­ 
mies of our race ere usually inclined to 
exhibit a disposition the reverse of benev­ 
olent or mild. Probably the only giants 
of pa&t days concerning whom details of a 
thoroughly authentic character have been 
preserved are Patrick Cotter, altos O’Brien, 
and Charles B} rue, both hailing from Ire­ 
land. Curious enough there is preserved 
in the museum of Trinity College, Dublin, 
(he skeleton of a third Irishman named 
Mag rath, whose case attained some noto­ 
riety iu consequence of the statement 
made by a physician named Campbell, in 
a work entitled A Philosophical Survey of 
ireland. 
He asserts that Magralh’s exag­ 
gerated growth was caused by Bishop 
Berkley’s experiments la feeding the lad. 
There exists, however, little or no founda­ 
tion for this statement. The story probably 
arose frcm the fact that Magrath, having at 
toe age of sixteen, attained a height of over 
6 feet, and bein' poorly ted, presented a 
fit cate for the exercise of the kindly bish­ 
op’s charity. He accordingly caused the 
boy to receive a liberal diet for about a 
month, and this treatment restored him to 
health. At his death, Magrath measured 7 
feet, 6 inches. 
In the British Magazine for 1783 the 
death o! Charles Byrne, one of the giants 
just mentioned, is duly chronicled. From 
uhs source we learn that Byrue measured 
exactly 8 feet in height in August, 1780, 
Ahile "in 1782 his stature had gained two 
inches, and when dead his lull length was 
8 feet four inches 
His death is alleged to 
uave been caused by excessive drinking, to 
which,” says the writer in the British 
Magazine, “he was always addicted, but 
uiore particularly since his late loss of all 
ma properly, which he bad simply Invested 
rn a bank note of £700. 
In his last 
moments,” continues the narrator, “he 
itquesied mat his remains might be thrown 
lulu the sea, In order that his bones might 
oe removed lar out of toe Teach of the 
chirurgical fraternity.” In consequence 
»t this, we ale iurther inlorined that ‘the 
body was put on board a Vessel, conveyed 
*o the Downs, aud cunk in twenty fathoms 
of waler.” By rue died 
in 
Cockspur 
street, Charing Cioss, at the age of 22 ; 
hut the statement thai the remains of the 
giant were buried ai si a is quite erroneous, 
stuce, after all, tne “chirurgical fraternity,” 
represented by the famous John ll outer, 
conli I Veil, alter much trouble, and the 
expenditure ot a considerrble sum ol 
money—stated at 1700—lo obtain p;»sses- 
moq of the body, and the visitor to the 
magnificent museum 
in Lincoln’s Iou 
Fields may have the pleasure of beholding

partment. It is interesting thai this giant 
appeared on the stage, in 17S2, at the flay-

prominence in the piece. 
j 
The history cl Patrick Colter, who was 
born at Hinsdale in 1701,shows that the 
giants are by no mean* exempt from the 
cares and worries that beset ordinary peo­ 
ple. 
Hts parents were poor persous, of the 
usual stature, who leased film, at the age of 
eighteen, lo a showman lur exhibition. The 
contract was for three years, ut a salary of 
lob per annum. Atr'vtng at Bristol, Cut­ 
er demanded some extra enum eration for 
hinueif. The snowman being di?iDclineJ 
to grant his request, Cotter retused to a.- 
tow himself to be exhibited, which result­ 
ed in the poor giants imprisonment for 
lebt. 
His case, however, being made 
known to some benevolent person, Cotter 
was liberated. The contract between his 
lather and the showman was also proved 
to be Illegal. 8ome time atter the giant 
exhibited bim bil for his own benefit, and 
realized the turn ot £30 in three days. 
Cotter adopted the name of O’Brien, in 
,rder to strengthen Uie fiction set forth in 
the bills t h a t he was “a lineal descendent 
of the O l d passant King Brian Boroihme/' 
ted that he* possessed “in person ad the 
similitude of that great and graud poten- 
ale.” His height was stated at “near 9 
feet,”

more truly t h a i hts stature only amounted 
to 8 feet 3 inches. Colter died at Clifton 
on September 8, 1SJ4, having realized a 
modest competence by exhibiting himself, 
*nd having also secured, we are told, the 
respect of the whole C o m m u n i t y by his 
well-regulated conduct. 
Like his coun­ 
tryman Byrne, Cotter was exceedingly 
anxious that hts r e m a i n s should not fall 
into the hands of the anatomists, and gave 
directions that ms grave should be built in 
with bricks and secured with iron bars. 
Not long ago the English papers con­ 
tained intelligence of the death of the 
“Buckinghamshire Giant,’’ a person named 
William Stevens, who merited the appel­ 
lation rather from immense weight than 
unusual stature, in lt>73 he went to reside 
at an inn called the “Five Arrows,” situ­ 
ated at Waddesdon, near Aylesbury. 
At 
hat time he vreighed 279 pounds. 
The 
story goes that henceforth his life was 
-pent iu eating arid drinking and exhibit­ 
ing his increasing weight to curious ob- 
ervets. In fo u ry tara he had grown to 
-uch a ponderous size that he Weighed 190 
pounds. 
His height was ti feet 8 molies. 
The mighty accumulation ol llesh was cut 
'bort, how ever, by his death, which occur­ 
red early in the spring of 1877. 
The poor 
giant La! overdone the matter of cating 
and drinking, and it is only surprising 
that the catastrophe was so long delayed
